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Carriers and Deliveries: 
Paper Versus Electronics

The carriers are the link be- 
tween the newspaper and its 
recipients throughout the commu- 
nity. In all weathers, by them- 
selves or with a parent, friend or 
sibling, the News Review carriers 
walk from one house or apart- 
ment building to the next and 
drop off papers. Not all our car- 
riers are youngsters — indeed our 
oldest carrier, ‘Doc’ John Henry 
Jones, has eased himself past the 
80th mile marker and is moving 
steadily toward 90. Perhaps his 
fine fettle is due to delivering the 
paper for so many years. 

Many carriers are school-aged, 
from 10 years old and up. As 
they get older, they get friends 
to help them and often pass the 
route on to a neighbor student 
a bit younger than them as they 
go off to college. It’s not clear 
whether kids who are News Re- 
view carriers are just born with 
character or whether deliver- 
ing the paper develops it — but 
many carriers have gone on to 
successful careers in a variety 
of areas of endeavor and a sub- 
stantial number have returned to 
Greenbelt and now have children 
delivering the paper. It is entirely 
feasible that there are families 
living in town with three gen- 
erations of carriers. Such families 
are encouraged to identify them- 
selves to the paper. 

Carrier Culture 

Carriers are paid a small sti- 
pend for delivering the paper 
each week. At the end of the 
year the paper gives them tip 
envelopes to distribute which 
individuals on their route can 
use to send reward to the car- 
rier. The carriers look forward 
to this all year. A measure of the 
carrier’s appreciation is shown 
in the thank you note pictured 
in this issue. This charming 
hand-drawn card was reproduced 
and hand-written in for each of 
Clara ‘Findley’ Holland’s re- 


cipients on her North End route. 
It is never too late to send a 
tip to a carrier — contact circ@ 
greenbeltnewsreview.com 
Delivery 
Delivering the paper has 
changed a bit over the years 
though the basic structure of 
pick up points throughout the 
city hasn’t changed. In the last 
year, the paper has been work- 
ing on having a more structured 
approach to its routes. Carriers 
now have the traditional shoulder 
bags worn by their colleagues for 
generations. Because the USPS 
doesn’t permit deliveries into 
individual mailboxes, the carriers 
have to be inventive about deliv- 
eries, especially when it is wet or 
windy. The wet and windy prob- 
lem hasn’t been entirely solved, 
but carriers are encouraged to use 
the plastic bags provided by the 
paper to deliver in wet or blowy 
weather. Recipients can help by 
creating a place to put the paper, 
for example a downward slanting 
waterproof tube with one closed 
end or a box near the mailbox 
or garden gate that clearly indi- 
cates to the carrier that it’s for 
the paper. Such a landing place 
spares the environment a plastic 
bag, stops the paper getting wet 
or dispersed and is quick and 
easy for the carrier. Notifying the 
carrier coordinator at circ@green- 
beltnewsreview.com about a new 
box or tube allows the informa- 


tion to be passed to the carrier.

At its March 13 meeting, the 
Greenbelt City Council presented 
a letter to Brian and Camille 
Butler, recognizing their work 
in raising awareness of sickle 
cell trait in the community and 
supporting the Journey to Health 
Fitness and Awareness Fair to be 
held Sunday, March 26 from | to 
5 p.m. at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School. Presented by the Journey 
to Happiness Movement, Inc., the 
fair 1s co-sponsored by the City 
of Greenbelt and the ERHS bas- 
ketball team. Admission is free. 


The Journey to Health Move- 
ment (J2HM) was established by 
the Butlers in memory of their 
daughter, Journey Bessai Butler, 
who died in July of last year 
from renal medullary carcinoma, 
a rare cancer associated with the 
sickle cell trait. The mission of 
J2HM is to educate society about 
the health concerns associated 
with the sickle cell trait, many 
of which are unrecognized and 
unknown. Its goal is to ensure 
that people are aware of the risks 
of being a sickle cell trait car- 


rier and to increase the numbers 
being screened for the trait, as 
well as educating those already 
diagnosed. 

The Journey to Health Fit- 
ness and Awareness Fair will be 
hosted by WPGC’s Guy Lam- 
bert. On the entertainment side, 
it is family-friendly and includes 
music, games, raffles and per- 
formances by the Greenbelt Sity 
Stars, #TGP, hip-hop dancers and 
the ERHS cheerleaders.

Roosevelt Students Test Water 
Biweekly in WISP Program 


As the academic year inches 
toward a close and the weather 
gets warmer, some students inevi- 
tably get the urge to leave school 
and spend time outside. 

One group of students at El- 
eanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS) doesn’t have to wait 
until the summer to spend time 
outdoors during the week. They 
have been spending a part of 
class time outside all year. 

The 28 members of the Wa- 
tershed Integrated Study Program 
(WISP) leave school once every 
two weeks during their last pe- 
riod of the day and fan out to a 
variety of bodies of water from 
Laurel to Upper Marlboro to 
run chemical and physical tests. 
Four of the sites are in Green- 
belt, including the stream above 
Greenbelt Lake, the stream below 
the Lake and two spots on Still 
Creek.

Memories of Mr. O 

We moved to Greenbelt in 
1957 and lived in a modest house 
on 131 Northway. My parents, 
J. Paul Smith, Jr. (Fort Worth, 
Texas) and Mary Stockdale Bat- 
tye (Huddersfield, England), were 
married in 1945. There were four 
children: Elizabeth, Jay [Judson], 
Robert and Kathy. We all went 
to North End Elementary School 
and Greenbelt Jr. High School. 
Joseph O’Loughlin, Mr. O, was 
my fifth and sixth grade teacher. 

All of my male classmates at 
North End Elementary School 
had absent fathers. As young 
boys we were really looking for 
someone to look up to and to be 
our guide to the future. Mr. O 
was a wonderful role model for 
this very impressionable group of 
boys and he really got us inter- 
ested in achieving in school and 
enjoying sports. 

Greenbelt was the most sports- 
centered small town on the planet 
earth at that time. There was 
swimming at the Greenbelt pool 
(pick up trash for an hour and 
Mr. O would give you a 10 cent 
ticket to swim all day), pick-up 
football games at Braden Field 
(Mr. O would frequently partici- 
pate), pick-up basketball games 
at the youth center, roller skating 
at the youth center, ping-pong at 
the youth center (George Moraz 
was # 1), Little League base- 
ball, Little League football, track 
and field at Braden Field, dis- 
cus throwing in the field behind 
our home on Northway (Marvin 
Chaney and I), the Greenbelt 
9-mile “marathon” (Mr. O always 
was a participant), etc. 

So Mr. O was the surrogate 
dad to many elementary school 
kids at North End (Lee Dorsey, 
Jim Bergman, Mat Emanuel, Jay 
Coleman, Ronnie Rowe, Ron- 
nie Newark, Andy Rimar, Tom 
Hoffman, Tommy Sharp, Kibby 
Moore, etc.). I do not think Mr. 
O had any real idea of the pro- 
found impact he had on us at 
that time. His basic philosophy 
was the golden rule. He was 
not preachy or stiff. He in many 
ways was just a “big kid’ who 
happened to be a teacher. 

I will always remember Mr. 
O and in many ways he made us 
what we are today. He gave us 
encouragement, self-confidence, a 
good moral compass. He treated 
us fairly and with compassion.

He knew that our biologic dads 
were not participating in our 
growing up and he filled the gap 
so well. I have not encountered 
anyone quite like Mr. O since; 
he was one of a kind. I will al- 
ways remember his warm smile 
and that box of Milk Duds that 
he kept in the bottom drawer of 
his desk.

Kid’s Club 
offered a wonderful child care ex- 
perience for two of my grandchil- 
dren and for me it is a Greenbelt 
treasure.

Cheryl, one can be distracted by 
her heavy West Virginia accent. 

She is one of 
the most innovative and creative 
child care teachers I have ever 
met, and she is passionate about 
helping children learn. 

Enrollment begins at age 
2. Kid’s Club uses the Mother 
Goose curriculum that emphasizes 
repetitive activities and hands on 
experiential learning activities. 
That certainly has been my ex- 
perience with my grandchildren. 
They entered school excited about 
learning and were disciplined 
and socialized enough to be able 
to concentrate on participating 
in classroom activities and yes, 
they have been at the top of their 
classes academically. 

Ms. Cheryl states that her goal 
is to help create leaders who 
are solution oriented and critical 
thinkers. That is why Kid’s Club 
has a total learning environment 
from the music used to the ac- 
tivities children engage in each 
day. Children interact and com- 
municate with one another and 
the focus on collaboration and 
team work tends to strengthen 
socialization skills. 

In addition, children engage in 
science and environmental activi- 
ties such as water pollution and 
cleanup. They also learn about 
bugs and insects and how they 
live and what they eat. 

For parents who need to leave 
for work, Kid’s Club does place 
children on school buses and 
meets them in the afternoon from 
Greenbelt Elementary School.

Supernova Remnants 


The Astronomical Society of 
Greenbelt will host a star party, 
open to the public, on Saturday 
evening, March 18 at the obser- 
vatory located at Northway fields. 

Attendees may observe Mars 
and the Orion Nebula, and Jupiter 
late in the evening. The featured 
object is the Crab Nebula, the 
remnants of a supernova explo- 
sion bright enough to be seen in 
daylight for weeks in the year 
1054 A.D. and the pulsar at its 
center and other interesting fea- 
tures. Also observe a few of the 
many observable galaxies in the 
constellations Leo, Virgo and 
Coma Berenices.

MakerSpace Becomes Co-op, 
Asks, "What Do You Want?" 


Greenbelt MakerSpace has 
large windows filled with kiri- 
gami snowflakes, origami butter- 
flies, computers, legos, yarn and 
many other tools. Often pedestri- 
ans can be seen peering through 
the windows with a curious look 
on their faces. This is the Mak- 
erSpace and it’s a non-profit, it’s 
open to the public and is now a 
“certified” cooperative. 

Around the outside corner 
there is a Little Free Library 
with free books. The space out 
front has tables and chairs so 
activities can move outside when 
the weather is nice. Inside to the 
left is the crafting area. There 
is a large table for sewing, sev- 
eral sewing machines, a wall 
of craft supplies and a cutting 
board. To the right is a mini- 
classroom with 20 laptops, tables, 
chairs, a presentation wall and 
charging cables. In the back is a 
small kitchen sometimes used for 
the fermentation meet-up and a 
woodshop with tools, table saws, 
routers, paint, etc. 

The MakerSpace is looking for 
local talent. They are putting to- 
gether a maker festival and want 
to show off local artists or scien- 
tists and various projects. There 
will be approximately 75 booths 
that need to be filled. Jennifer 
Page, MakerSpace president, asks 
that interested individuals stop by 
this week and discuss their ideas 
with some of the members. She 
is also looking for individuals 
willing to teach the community 
arts, computers and other topics.

Often discussions are over- 
heard in the MakerSpace stating, 
“T have this idea,” and someone 
else replies, “Sure, let me help 
you.” For the last four years the 
MakerSpace has offered classes 
and workshops on fermentation, 
community building, animation, 
soldering, microcomputing, ar- 
duino and knitting. They also 
host spring and summer camps 
for children. 

MakerSpace was founded by 
Eva Fallon and George Boyce 
in 2012. Both Fallon and Boyce 
have tried several times to step 
down. Now they are handing 
the torch to Page. “I am really 
excited to see the new Coopera- 
tive MakerSpace being embraced 
by the community. We have had 
a nice show of support,” Page 
exclaimed. In the past month the 
co-op has gathered 80 paying 
members, adopted bylaws, elected 
a board of directors and has be- 
gun to plan a membership week. 

The new board members are 
hoping to increase community 
involvement and volunteerism. 
“We have the tools, and now the 
question is what to do with what 
we have,” said Page. “The co-op 
is in the process of engineering a 
dynamic display made up of old 
computer monitors set in the win- 
dow to show people what we of- 
fer to the community and display 
the website that shows a glimmer 
of what the MakerSpace is.” 

Brett Fishburne is the new 
vice-president of the cooperative. 
“Going forward it’s important 


to discover what the commu- 
nity wants us to offer,” he said. 
“Would they enjoy being able 
to borrow from a tool library? 
Would they like small engine 
repair workshops or bike repair 
workshops? Would they like more 
offerings from the wood shop?” 
The week of April 8 to 14 
will be a membership drive 
where the community can sam- 
ple what the MakerSpace offers. 
There will be an animation meet- 
up, craft demonstrations, political 
lectures, games, a fermenters 
club meeting, a knitting/yarn cre- 
ators group, introductions to lego 
league, minecraft and more. 

Denna Lambert, a frequent 
visitor, said, “The MakerSpace 
provides a centralized space 
and a sense of community. If 
you don’t live in the co-op, you 
may not feel like you are part 
of Greenbelt. The beauty of the 
MakerSpace is that it makes 
space for everyone. The people 
make the space. It’s free form, 
not a preformed institution. We 
can make a container as opposed 
to being a box that we need to 
be limited by.” Lambert likes it 
because it’s so laid back. 

Other makerspaces often 
charge fees ranging from $12 to 
$100 per month. The new model 
for the Greenbelt MakerSpace 1s 
an extremely low yearly member- 
ship fee. Join in person or online 
or try some of the free activities 
during the week of April 8. For 
more information stop by or visit 
the website make125.org.

Thomas C. McArdle died at

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A paper paper? 

From time to time, people ask 
why the News Review is still 
delivering the paper when print 
is disappearing and the need to 
recycle and not waste resources 
becomes ever more apparent. The 
staff of the paper is well aware 
of the concern and shares it — 
nobody is keener on trees and 
the environment than the News 
Review. The delivery policy is 
reviewed regularly and thus far 
has not deviated from the door- 
to-door approach even though 
there are certainly arguments to 
be made for an entirely electronic 
delivery. The paper is still deliv- 
ered in paper form, even though 
it is also available online. 

Paper Stays 

In Old Greenbelt, particularly, 
there is a significant fraction of 
the population which is older and 
cannot deal easily with electronic 
media. For them the physical pa- 
per 1s an important source of 1n- 
formation on the many activities 
of the city and the organizations 
that serve older people. Other 
readers also prefer the tactile 
experience of reading a paper 
and hearing it rustle rather than 
watching it on a screen. Some- 
how curling up with a tablet isn’t 
the same. 

Advertising 

Another motivator is the pa- 
per’s advertisers. The paper 
lands on the doorstep and the 
person gets it. They choose 
whether or not to open it and 
look inside, but it is there and 
available. And even if it is just 
used to cover the table for crab 
eating or to line the cat box, the 
advertisement is out there and 
available. An advertisement on 
the web requires either that the 
person navigate to it or that it 
is delivered to them by some 
search engine or embedded de- 
livery mechanism. Despite the 
increasingly aggressive behavior 
of online advertising, it 1s still 
scattershot and initiated by the 
reader rather than the advertiser. 
The ad is splendidly available in 
Paris and Outer Mongolia but the 
real audience for it is right here 
in Greenbelt. By advertising in 
the News Review, local advertis- 
ers have direct access to their 
local readers.

WISP is one possible path for 
the Research Practicum at ERHS, 
which all seniors in the Science 
and Technology Program at the 
school participate in. 

The WISP program is popular 
— as many as 75 students apply 
each year, according to Kinder 
— and the students go through an 
application process during their 
junior year. Once the 28 students 
are chosen for that year’s pro- 
gram, they are split into teams 
of four. 

The teams are trained in test- 
ing techniques at Jug Bay Wet- 
lands Sanctuary in June and then 
test at their assigned sites four 
times during the summer and 
every two weeks during their 
senior year. 

[Research Practicum] is very 
stressful, so having a team they 
can fall back on is useful,” Kind- 
er said. 

Daniel Ramos, who partici- 
pated in the program in 2015 
and is now a sophomore at the 
University of Maryland, echoed 
that sentiment. 

“T really liked the group 
work,” said Ramos, a chemistry 
major at Maryland. “It really 
helps to have that support sys- 
tem. I found myself relying on 
my team a lot whenever I needed 
them to help me out with a paper 
or poster, data collection. You 
know, it works both ways, I was 
helping them out a lot, too.” 

The students test chemical 
parameters such as turbidity (how 
cloudy the water is), temperature, 
and dissolved oxygen (oxygen in 
the water in gas form, which is 
essential for some fish and plants) 
at each site every two weeks and 
test physical parameters such as 


macroinvertebrate levels once per 
quarter during the school year. 
The students then upload the re- 
sults into spreadsheets that have 
the results of tests going back to 
1999, the year WISP started. 

Over time, the students are 
able to detect patterns in the test- 
ing sites. Kinder says the tests 
show the water at Jug Bay has 
stayed mostly constant over the 
years. “They try really hard to 
keep that kind of a pristine, un- 
adulterated area,” he said. 

However, some testing sites 
have seen a large drop in the 
macroinvertebrate population over 
the last 2 to 3 years. These crea- 
tures, such as clams and mussels, 
are good indicators of water qual- 
ity because they are sensitive to 
water pollution. 

“We haven’t really looked 
yet at why [the population has 
dropped],” Kinder said. “I know 
they’re doing a lot of construc- 
tion near some of our sites, so it 
might be the construction runoff 
that’s made them drop off. Usu- 
ally when construction happens, 
though, they do rebound.” 

ERHS chemistry teacher Coit 
Hendley started WISP in 1999 as 
a way for students who didn’t get 
an internship as part of Research 
Practicum to still be able to get 
out of the classroom. 

“My thought was, given they 
do this for the entire year, why 
not make it something they have 
interest in and if possible, have a 
greater good for the community 
as a whole,” Hendley said. 

Hendley said he thought WISP 
would help because the state does 
a lot of monitoring of water qual- 
ity for larger rivers, but not as 
much for smaller streams. 
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“T thought let’s get the stu- 
dents out in the environment, get 
them muddy, in the streams, run 
some tests and use that as our 
dataset,” he said. 

Hendley ran the program un- 
til his retirement from teaching 
in 2016 and, in that time, he 
shared WISP’s data with park 
rangers, community activists and 
the Greenbelt city government, 
among other groups. 

“So when you walk in the 
classroom, you can tell this is 
not just to get you through your 
course,” he said. “It’s also to 
collect data for long-term studies 
and to provide a greater good.” 

Ramos said the program also 
helps prepare students for work 
they will do when they reach 
college. Skills he learned during 
WISP, such as writing research 
papers and working with spread- 
sheets, have given him a leg up 
at Maryland. 

“It’s a lot of little things, but 
it's things they don’t usually teach 
you in other classes,” Ramos 
said. “Now that I’m in a college, 
a lot of sophomores — my year — 
don’t even know how to do that 
stuff.” 

Kinder said the students like 
spending time on a project that 
isn’t an abstract concept, as well. 

“T think they really appreciate 
doing a project they can directly 
relate to,” Kinder said. “They 
know water’s important; they 
know if they affect their water- 
shed, it’s going to affect their 
water quality. So I think they 
get to see how relatable research 
can be.”

Professor Nadasen Addresses (Green Yards Composting 


Feminism through History

“Feminism is about women’s 
autonomy, women’s choice and 
women’s equality,” said Premilla 
Nadasen as she spoke to about 
40 people at a gathering orga- 
nized by the Concerned Greenbelt 
Women on March 12 at Green- 
belt Community Church United 
Church of Christ.

Looking for a way to lower 
the amount of food waste in 
landfills, mitigate climate change, 
improve soil quality and filter 
stormwater runoff? Look no fur- 
ther than backyard composting. 

Composting is a process that 
converts kitchen food scraps, 
yard waste (no sticks), and non- 
recyclable paper into dark, earthy, 
crumbly material that improves 
soil. Microorganisms will do the 
work of breaking down these 
organic materials if provided the 
essentials of air, water, and food. 
Aerating a compost bin can be 
done by layering shredded news- 
paper, leaves or straw to provide 
air pockets or by manually turn- 
ing compost with a shovel or 
pitchfork. Compost should be 
kept as moist as a wrung-out 
sponge when squeezed in your 
hand. This means that in dry 
times water should be added, 
while during wet times the com- 
post pile should be protected 
from rain and have proper drain- 
age. 

The two types of food for 
compost bins can be remembered 
as browns and greens. Browns 
provide carbon for the microbes 
and include straw, dried leaves, 
shredded newspaper and shredded 
brown cardboard. Greens provide 
nitrogen and include fruit and 
vegetable scraps, egg shells, cof- 
fee grounds, tea bags, house plant 
trimmings and grass clippings. 
Refrain from adding meat, dairy, 
weeds or pet waste to compost- 
ing piles. Backyard composting 
requires browns and greens in 
approximately equal volumes to 
each other. This can be achieved 
by incorporating alternating layers 
of browns and greens in the com- 
post system. This will ensure an 
equal ratio and provide aeration. 
The composting process will be

complete in approximately three 
months depending on the time 
of year. 

Backyard composting has 
many environmental benefits. 
Compost can hold 20 times its 
weight in water and acts as a 
filter for stormwater pollutants. 
Compost improves soil quality 
by increasing the organic matter 
and allowing for more drainage 
when it is mixed in yards or 
gardens. The act of composting 
reduces the amount of waste sent 
to landfill which saves habitat for 
wildlife and mitigates climate 
change by reducing methane 
emissions from food waste. 

For anyone who is interested 
in purchasing a compost bin, 
Public Works will be hosting a 
Compost Workshop this Saturday, 
March 18 from 10 a.m. to noon 
at 555 Crescent Road.
